HOMESTEAD REGULATIONS. 


1, As the law stood prior to the 9th Jtily, 
1892, no person was entitled to make a second 
entry unless he had earned title to his first 
homestead before the 2nd June, 1887, that is to 
say, had actually completed the performance of | 
his settlement duties before that date, although 
the necessary action connected with the issue 
of the patent may not have taken place for) 
some time afterwards, The amendinent of last 
session extends this date for two years, namely; | 
to the 2nd day of June, 1889, 


2. Any person who is entitled to get a second 
homestead and has a pre-emption in connection 
with his first entry, may now take his pre-emp 
tion a¥ his second homestead without being re- 
quired to reside thereon ; but in that case he 
must not be absent from his first homestead for 
more than six months in any one of the three 
years next succeeding the date of his second 
entry, and he must de the following breaking 
and cultivation on his second homestead : 

(a) Within the first year after date of second 
entry, break and prepare for crop not lesa than 
15 acres. 

(b) Tn the second year crop the said 15 acres 
and break and prepare for crop not less than 15 
acres more, 

(c) In the third year crop the above 80 acres, 
and break and prepare for crop not less than 10 
acres additional, making in all not less than 
acres of the second homestead broken and pre- 
pared for crop within three years of the date of 
the sevond entry. 

Note, The homesteading of a pre-emption is 
not to be confotnded with an entry under the 
two mile radius provision of the law, In the 
case of a man taking his pre-emption as a second 
homestead, there is no question about the die- 
tance of his residenc e, so long as he is. not ab- 
sent from his first homestead for more than six 
months in each of the three years during which 
he is earning title to his pre-emption as his se- 
cond homestead. 

3. For the information of parties who hold 
pre-emptions which they are uot entitled to 
take as second homesteads, or prefer to retain 
as pre-emptions, the following provision of the 
law is quoted in full: 

“If, in connection with the homestead entry, 
the settler has obtained a pre-emption entry, in 
accordance with the provisions of this Act, he 
shall, on becoming entitled to a patent for his 
homestead, be also entitled to a patent for the 
land included im such pre-emption entry, on 
payment of the price fixed, in accordance with 
the proyisious of this Act, by the governor-in- 
council ; but such pre-emption right, if not ex- 
ercised and payment made within two years 
after the settler becomes entitled to claiin @ 
patent under his homestead entry, shall be for- 
feited, and the land ingluded in such pre-emp- 
tion entry may be opened for home stead entry 
by the minister of the interior. 

Particular attention is directed to the fact 
that the provision of the statute as to forfeiture 
ofa pre-emption for non payment is definite 
and leaves the minister of the interior no dis- 
cretion in the matter,
